Mailer is 
returned to his cell The Master arrives at Stangmoor in his 
ffile as Keller, and is shown to Mailer’s cell. Giving the 
convict guns, gas grenades and masks, he helps Mailer to 
stage a successful take-over, this tune of the entire prison.

EPISODE ONE (dm: 24 39") 

The Doctor and jo arrive at Stangmoor Prison which was built 
as a Middle Ages fortress They are official observers from 
UNIT, to see the demonstration of the Keller Machine by 
Professor Kettering. The Doctor is worried about this 
process, which its deviser. Professor Emil Keller, claims will 
extract the negative impulses from the brains of criminals and 
leave them as well-balanced individuals, 'Hie machine has 
been used on one hundred and twelve cases to date, and the 
first subject for it m Britain ts the violent George Edward 
Bamham. The tranquilised Bamham is sentenced and the 
extraction machinery fitted to his skull, but the process 
seems to run wild and Kettering cannot explain what has 
happened Later, medical student Arthur Lin wood is found 
dead in the Process Theatre, off ’B' Wing - it appears he died 
of fright on being attacked by rats. 

Assigning Captain Yates to supervise the moving of a 
missile, the Brigadier is dealing with security at the first 
World Peace Conference in London Captain Chin Lee, the 
Chinese security officer, says that important documents have 
been stolen from General Chang Tews suite. After leaving 
UNIT’S offices she in feet destroys these. Next, Chang Teik 
is murdered in his suite reported by Chin Lee on the security 
line. The Brigadier find^ that Chin Lee had waited almost half- 
an-hour before telephoning him. 

The Doctor hears that ] mwood was afnnd of rats. 
Kettering is left alone to disconnect the machine during a 
prison riot, and drowns in the dry Process Theatre, The 
Doctor persuades the Governor to lei him disable the Keller 
Machine, but during another riot the machine comes to life 
and images of fire fill his mind. . 

EPISODE TWO (dm: 24*31”) 

The Doctor is saved by the arrival of Jo, braking the 
machine s spell, Yates then arrives and orders the Doctor 
back to London to help with the murder enquiry . Benton has 
followed Chui Lee around London, but somehow ^\w uses the 
power of the Keller Machine to make him pass out

wing whilst the Governor and senior officers are apparently 
shot during the not. 

Having heard that Jo was a hostage in the first riot, the 
Doctor driv es to Stangmoor where he is brought before the 
Master in the Governors office. The Master needs the 
Doctor’s help to control the Keller Machine, and after a 
chase, the Doctor is handcuffed to the chair in the Process 
Theatre, The Master places the telepathic amplifier on his 
head and leaves the Machine to do its work. The Doctors old 
foes appear before his eyes . .. , 

EPISODE FOUR (dm: 24'400 

The effect < i the Machine hits the whole prison, and the 
Master bardv it inages to shut it down, before reviving the 
Doctor from ru-ar death (one of his hearts having stopped). 
The Doctor dumped m the condemned cell with Jo, whilst 
the Ma u r mo to shut down the Machine. But the Machine 
feeds on his fear, and an image of the Doctor forces him out 
of the Process Theatre 

The Master outlines his plan to Mailer - he will hi*jack the 
Thunderbolt and use it to destroy the Peace Conference. 
After the convicts have left Stangmoor m a Black Mana< the 
Doctor and Jo manage to overpower Charlie, the guard on 
their cell and get to the Governor's office. Finding the 
Masters slide projector, they deduce his scheme with the 
Thunderbolt, 

The Thunderbolt is hi-jacked from the UNIT convoy with 
Benton left badly injured. Yates manages to pursue the 
convicts to a disused airfield on a motorbike, but is captured. 
Benton's report to the Brigadier of seeing a Black Maria casts 
suspicion upon Stangmoor Prison, 

The Doctor explains to Jo that the Keller Machine bouses 
an alien mind parasite that feeds on evil, and sets off to deal 
with it But the machine can already teleport itself around the 
prison, killing Charlie and Y'osper 
The Doctor and Jo find themselves held at gunpoint by 
Mailer, w ho flees when the Machine materialises before them 

EPISODE FIVE (dm: 23 34") 

The Machine leaves the Doctor and Jo, hungry for the evil m 
Mailer Soon they and Bamham are recaptured by the other 
convicts. Mailer talks to the Master who is at the airfield 
hangar, and blackmails him into returning to Stangmoor to 


deal with the Machine. The Doctor agrees to help the Master 
disable the Machine, entering the Process Theatre to throw 
an electrically energised coil over it, feeding the parasite with 
brain rhythms, Meanwhde, Yates escapes from the airfield. 

Having flown over Stangmoor in a helicopter, the Brigadier 
and Major Cos worth plan an attack on the prison. The 
Brigadier districts the main gate in the guise of a van driver 
delivering food - he actually has with him a lorryload of 
soldiers. Benton meanwhile leads another assault group 
through a rear entrance as a battle between UNIT and the 
convicts starts. 

The Master has left Stangimxir before the attack, and 
when it seems that he has lost, Mailer takes the Doctor and 
Jo out of the condemned cell as bargaining power. Jo’s 
attempt to overpower Mailer tails, as the convict levels his 
pistol at the Doctor. A gunshot rings out . . . 

EPISODE SIX (dm: 24'38") 

The Brigadier has entered ’B’ Wing and shot Mailer dead at 
the Last moment. Benton is placed in charge of Stangmoor, 
and Yates arrives at UNIT Mobile HQ to say that the 
Thunderbolt is at Stanham .Airfield. 

The Keller Machine breaks free of the coils and kills some 
prison officers. The Doctor and Jo come under attack, but arc 
saved when Bamham enters: fus presence immobilises the 
parasite since he has no evil for it to feed upon. The Master 
calls the prison with his ultimatum of destroying London, but 
offers to return the missile m exchange for the dematerialisa- 
tion circuit from his TARDIS which the Doctor stole. He has 
also disabled the abort mechanism on the Thunderbolt, so it 
cannot be destroyed by the Bngadier using a remote control. 

The Doctor meets the Master at the airfield, arriving in the 
Black Maria. In the rear are Jo and Bamham with the Keller 
Machine. The Machine is used to attack the Master who reels 
helplessly whilst the Doctor reconnects the missile abort. 
However, the compassionate Bamham stops to help the 
Master. The Master enters the van and drives off, killing 
Bamhani in the process. The Doctor and Jo vacate the site 
in a UNIT helicopter moments before the abort signal 
destroys the Thunderbolt along with the Keller Machine. 

At Stangmoor, the Doctor realises he has dropped the 
Master's circuit. He then receives a 'phone call from the 
Master in his TARDIS, confirming that he is free to leave 
Earth now, whilst the Doctor must remain in exile.

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F I try from the Deep had its roofs in Victor Pemberton s 
The Slide - a 1966 radio play starring Maurice 
Denham and Roger Delgado. The Stide had. in turn, 
been submitted as a Doctor who idea to David Whitaker 
m 1964. When Pemberton came to write Fury* he himself 
was acting as the show's story editor. This caused unfore¬ 
seen problems: “I said to the BBC that I d like to write a 
Doctor Who serial of my own. and they told me ‘Weil, you 
can't do that and script edrt. You can either go and write 
something or stay here/ I didnl want to be a script editor 
for the rest of my life, so I left the BBC and went off to 
write it. I was always basically a writer, which was why I 
left the show: I didn't want io edit other people s work. As 
a writer, I think editing other people’s stuff is a bit of a 
cheek, really!" 

The late Victor Maddern, who made an enormous 
impact as the abrasive Robson, was invited to join the 
production by the director: i remember Hugh David tele* 
phoning me at home and telling me in a very excited way 
about the script he had been given and asked to direct. 
He assured me that it was unique in its way and he was 
so genuinely enthusiastic that I had no choice but to join 
him. We had never met before so it was an added joy to 
find that he was one of the nicest and most pleasant peo¬ 
ple one could possibly wish to meet . *, It was the most 
technically complicated show that I had ever been 
involved in. Hugh David had a tremendous ability to cope 
with complications like that." 

The late Hugh David remembered overcoming such 
technical difficulties in the time-honoured Doctor Who 
fashion: “A lot of it was suggestion, which I prefer to do* 
but one idea to illustrate the characters being taken over 
was to give the actors charcoal biscurts to munch on. It 
made their longues and teeth go black* and I would direct 
them to turn: around, open their mouths wide and exhale 
heavily* The camera zoomed in on the black. It was edited 
down because it was thought loo terrifying for the kids.** 
Victor Pemberton also has vivid memories of the insidi¬ 
ous Oak and Quill: "They were very popular. There was 
even talk ol a series based on what happened to them 
after Fury * It would have been a thriller/science fiction 
series, giving them some sort ol involvement and influ¬ 
ence over events. In fact they were based on Laurel and 
Hardy who I knew in the last years of their lives (Stan 
Laurel died in 1965), 1 still think Laurel and Hardy were 
supreme artists - the epitome ol those people who 
learned their acts from the music hails/ 

Hugh David cast John Abineri. an actor he'd previously 
worked with on Granada's Knight Errant as the forthright 
engineer van Lutyens. "We* the actors, were products of 
the fortnightly and weekly repertory system in the theatre* 
and accustomed to working at top speed. The difficult 
scenes were shot at Ealing and slotted in on telecine as 
far as I remember. 

I worked with Vic Maddern a lot and visited his home 
frequently - great fellow. 1 counted Pat Troughton among 
my friends and had worked with him on Richard Greene's 
Robin Hood some years before, I remember he was mad 
on oif painting and had an easel set up for himself in the 
rehearsal room and would pretend great irritation at being 
called away from his real vocation to do a scene/ 

Victor Pemberton also has fond memories of Patrick 
Troughton: "He was a tremendous professional He was 
the head of the team really and he always knew how to 
relieve tension* People often do get tense in a studio, par¬ 
ticularly when you have such a tight schedule with every¬ 
body racing around and looking at the clock as it gets 
close to ten o clock at night when the BBC puls the plugs 
out: but there was none ot that with Pat. Hed just sudden¬ 
ly get everyone to calm down and stop and think. He 
always did it with humour. He was a wicked practical 
joker* and so was Frazer. Poor Debbie had a dreadful 
time, an awful time. So did I* come to that! They used to 
put smoke bombs under my seat, all sorts of things, they 
were dreadful* Especially old Pat But I loved him with a 
passion, and 1 think our business is very much the poorer 
without him

AN APPEAL FOR THE TRIAL ... 

l am writing to express my frustration towards the 
constant negative and cynical attitude that seems 
to be universally directed towards The Thai of a 
Time Lord .

Instead, weak as the story appeared to be

realistic and, compared to the usual’ Who 
stories, subtle way. We are then given a small 
time uprising (not a universal threat, although a 
huge scientific discovery is made that could affect 
the universe - makes a change) on Thoros-Beta 
in Mtndwarp: a story that is uneven, but if the 
Matrix has been tampered with', shouldn't it be? 
Terror of the Vervotds appears to be the only 
good thing about Trial in the eyes of most people 
Wonder why? Oh yes, it's far more of a usual 
Doctor Who story , never mind the main point that 
the Doctor is on tnal. That |ust shouldn't happen

And then of course there’s The Ultimate Foe.

November, Sydney Newman's various 
teams succmitri in turning thm* pages of 
notes into a groundbreaking television 
reality. However, those tides themsdves 
have a history which goes further back 
than anyone has previously guessed. 

It was spring 1963 when Sydney 
Newman, the BBCs Head of I>rama, iiii.ll 
ated the pre-production of Doctor Who , 
The gruumlwork for die new serk-s had. 
however, bon laid as early as April 1962 
by Donald Wilson, the head of the 
Corporation's script de|xirinienl. Wilson 
was already souk 'thing of a show business 
veteran by the eariy Sixties, entering the 
industry as a script writer in 1932 and 
graduatiiu; to the role of producer and 
director ,rfttr die war. He joiixrl tlx* BBC 
in the mkFHflir* and in 1969 was jrt invit¬ 
ed to the post of Head of Output 
lAugrammes. hokling n^jonsihility to the 
BBC Controller for the Corporation's 
scripts. It in this capacity that he com¬ 
missioned a detailed uvrrvin* of lienee- 
fiction literature in early 1962, 11 ie com¬ 
pleted report was ('ondueled by script 
department Mult Donald Bull and Alice 
Frick. Donald Bull, who died earlier this 
year, was at the time the script editor of 
Mamet. Hie Canadian-born Alice Frick 
would go on to become story editor of 
C tmpad . '11m -y submitted thdr findings to 
Wilson on 25th April, and over the dim¬ 
mer of 19!i2 he gave their findings l -,tn -ti.l 
consideration before dispatching Alice 
Frick to produce anothtT feasibility study.

On the 2tith March dexunx^nt (the 
diaciisaoo between Donakl Watson, C.E. Webber, John Braybon 
and Alice Frick) his lutes dearly indicate dissatisfaction with the 
idea of the flying saucer (“not based in reality ... too Sunday 
ftess*) yd also show apjxuval of die kl«i tliat it would be the 
mem of transpoitnifc Iht* regular east to their adventures. 

On CE. Webbers character and con cep t outlines erf 29th March 
Newman added one t*x tra cast member.

Newman took most interest in the first draft of the format 
gukto, Ns notes beginning to read like those of an incratanjgty 
impatient schoolteacher. rua input becomes especially construe- 
live during the discussion of the possible appearance of the 
Doctor's 'machine', Unhappy with the trannxirent iuagk floor’ 
idea he wrote “don't like this at alt *, wiiat do we see?.,, not visu¬ 
al How to do? *,. Need lapgibk* symbol., /That tangible symbol 
would, within tlx* next few weeks, become a poiiee box. Newman 
however saved his fiercest criticisms for the two ‘Secrets of 
Dr,Who*. To tlx* first secret hi* appended: “‘dixit tike this at alt. Dr, 
Who will become a kind of tohtr figure -1 don’t wunt him to be ;i 
reactiooao^ and to the second simply: “nuts!” Ironically, the* stiy 
ood ‘secret of Dr.Who' would ultimately become one the shows 
uixkrlytag subplots tiirougliout much of its lik*. 

At Oh- ml (if the format guide's first draft Newman summed 
tip his feelings m (he document and periiai* the progress of tlx* 
project thus far “I don't like this much - it afi seems silly *uxJ con¬ 
descending. If doesn't get across the basts of feadung of educa¬ 
tional experience" - drama based upon and stemming from fcxltial 
mataU and scientific phenoiraTion and alual social history of 
IKS! and future. I>.Who shouldn’t have a nhikisophkal ajty-sri- 
aice mind, - he'd take science, applied and theoretical as being

Newman decided to dinxlly join Webber and Wilson on future 
development the resull of the three men's discussions being 
another draft of the formal guide. It is on this version dial* as wdl 
as further refinements bring apparent, the name of the show’s 
teenage giri was altered Emm a list of names dial inckxk-d Biddy, 
Manny, Gay, Jilt, Janet and Jane, al wm* finnly crossed out (jaw 
ai>K r by Itonakl Wilson) leaving one name dt^iriy visible: Sue, It b 
likely tiiiU Wilson was also responsible for owning out lokT as 
MissMcfkwems first name. 

On 16fh May 1963, tlx* final draft of Doctor Whoa format guide 
was completed Credited to Dot laid Wilson, GJLWebber and 
Sydnev Newman, it con taxied brief character descrijitions c i Sue, 
Cliff, M iss McGovern and Dr Who. The three men also 
described “the Ship" (by now a dimensionally transcendental 
Polk'e Box) and briefly outlined tlx- beginning of C.E.Webber s 
story fine fir The Giant - the fox*r<ptsode adwntnn ininwlrd to 
launch the new series. Ihe document would undergo further 
refinement by story editor David Whitaker, emerging as the 
fkrfrjr Who Writers Guide in July 19! 53.

Wc dispatched Craig Hinton to grill the books authors over whether 
they really arc keepers of the flame - or betrayers of the myth . . . 


T he past year lias been a gtxKi one 
for Vkwn hiblisliings Doctor Hfto 
I - 7 lie New Adventures range. (k>ing 
monthly in March. the series has seen fire 
return of old enemies such as the 
Cybrnnen and the Silurians, as well as a 
liarder, grittier version of Ace, The Doctor 
even has a new FARDIS with a fully func¬ 
tional Chameleon Circuit! With the 
promise of cvtsi more in 1994 - Missing 
Adventum to name but one - I talked to 
some of the authors n*sponsible for mak¬ 
ing tin* ajuiiversary year suit a success. 
The first author I spoke to was Kate 
(>niLui, whose Ijfitianded Hummingbird 
is reviewed in Shcif Ufc, elsewhere in this 
issue, Kate hails from Australia, but I man¬ 
aged to catch up with her during a visit to 
Britain earlier this year, 

First off, how doc^s Kate fad about being 
the first female New Adventures author? 
“It’s something i m desperately proud oG 
Not only that, hut the only one for at least 
the next year." She admitted that she had 
had one moment of doubt about that 
"^Vhen the list of tides for KB4 readied 
Australia. it had Theatre cf War ty Justine 
Richards* Thankfully for both Justin ;mcl 
Kate, this proved to be a tyinng error! 



I asked Kate whether tin iprogramme 
has much ul a Mowing in h at own coun¬ 
try, “Doctor Wht is as much an institution 
there ,is m Britain," sin* ojh finned, ( hie of 
the questions 1 posed to all the authors 
was whether they had read any of the 
Other books in the range, Before she 
wrote Hummer, as she calls her book, 
Kate nt*ad all of tile New Adventures novels 
that were available. 

Hit favourite one is Aarunovilch's 
controversial Transit. ‘Its so extremely 


well written, so dew, I wish Td written ii!“ 
she laughs, citing Warhead and Paul 
Cornell's first two books Timewyrm:- 
Revelation and lme and War as others 
worthy erf note. 

Explaining about Hummer 1 , she 
revealed its gen**alogy, ‘It began as a short 
story for a fanzine, which is intact in the 
lx)ok as chapter twelve. I Bkod the William 
Hartnell story r , 77rr /Xdecs, and a friend of 
mine wanted me to use the Titanic, so 
they both went in, /VikI 1 thought of the vil¬ 
lain wltile standing about in a bookshop in 
Sydney." 

Kato died her boss at the library where 
she works as a great help. “He's a real 
Aztec buff," That certainly slraws in the 
attention to detail contained in The Isft* 
Handed Hummingbird. 

1 asked Kate how easy it was to writi* 
the book. “The writing was a difficult 
process. 1 wrote the beginning, then the 
end, finally the middle . ,, and then 
rewrote the end! A few ideas fell! by the 
wayside: Samuel Coleridge and Charles 
Manson, to name but two/ 

1 wondered if there was anything she 
would change about the book, having 
completed it. Td put Carmca in, Tm writ' 
ing about Aztecs and I k-Ji I ur out T Hut, 
on the whok\ Kate is more than hajipy 
with the end nsutL 

And the future? “Pm looking into a 
Missing Adventure featuring the Sixth 
Doctor eallid Faust Forward, and there/ 
also Empty Spares, a New Adivnturr set in 
Australia/ Where ebe? 

Darnel Blythe, a long time fan of the 
show, penned Novembers 'The Dimension 
Riders, Tve been watching the pro¬ 
gram me since 1 was five - the earliest 
event! remember is Jon Rartwec regener¬ 
ating into Tom linker Since then. I’ve 
caught up with various older stories on 
video, as w-ell as numerous magazilies, 
such as Ikxior Who Miiifreine/ Ajid hr 
stayed with die aeries? "'Fnere was a time 
when 1 considered abandoning the pro¬ 
gramme - Paradise Toners was just ino 
silly for words Thankfully, things gm bet
